Managers of the sale, who are members 
of the Grace Episcopal! Church guild of Oak 
Park, were as indignant as women could be. 
and their rage was increased when they 
saw that the bills were signed by Joseph F. 
Kliimmer, President of the Harlem Village 
board. Their store had been opened but 
three hours when the startling announce- 
ments were brought to their attention. 

President Klimmer's notice read as fol- 
lows: 

Warning! The public is hereby warned not 
to purchase any old cast-off clothing, such 
as affered at so-called rummage sales. Con- 
tagious diseases, such as smallpox, diph- 
theria, and the now so much prevailing ty- 
phoid are too easily spread and contracted. 
Therefore it is advisable not to buy any such 
goods unless you are absdlutely: sure that its 
previous owner was free from any such dan- 
gerous —— diseases.

Klimmer Says He Is Sorry.

„1 thought it would be a protection for 
the public and general health. ®had no 
idea who really was conducting the sale, 
otherwise I would have considered that as 
such women handled the goods there was 
little danger of infection. However, I con- 
siger that such sales are often menaces to 
health. I do not want a clash with an Oak 
Park church. The Oak Park church does 
lots of charity work among our poor in 
Harlem, and under the circumstances I prob- 
ably would have passed the matter over 
had I know who had the sale in charge. I 
am sorry that the bills were printed.“ 

The rummage sales of the Grace Episcopal 
Church of Oak Park are held yearly in Har- 
lem and the money is devoted to church uses. 
This year the society expects to realize over 
$500, and the sale will last for about ten days. 


WOMAN WEARING DIAMONDS

Urges Grandmother to Accom- 
pany Him on Trip, Then 
Leaves, Telling No One 
of Intentions.

‘ENGAGED TO BE MARRIED. 


Rochester, N. T., Oct. .17.—{Special.]— 
Gertrude, the 10-year-old daughter of Henry 
Weis, a farmer living on the Stone road in 
the Town of Greece, at 10 o’clock this morn- 


ing discovered the body ot an unknown young 


man in the woods on her father’s farm. Hur- 


rying home, the girl notified her parents, 
accompanied by one of nia, 


and Mr. Weis, 
farm helpers ran to the spot. 

The man lay in a pool of blood just over 
a rail fence, with his throat cut. A deep gash 
had severed the juglar vein and the man had 
bled to death. A torn handkerchief and blood 
on his hands and arms showed that he had 
made a desperate attempt to stanch the 
flow of blood, but had been unsuccessful. 

The dead man, upon the arrival of Coroner: 
Killip, was found to be William A. Bishop 
of Chicago and Waukegan. The wound in 
his throat was not large and showed conclu- 
sively that it had been made by a single stab 
of some sharp instrument, mann a small, 
sharp pocket knife. 

Papers found on the body showed Bishop 
committed suicide. 

Struggled to the Roadside. 

From the blood tracks on the ground it is 
supposed that Bishop stabbed himself sev- 
eral hundred feet from where the body was 
found and that he had walked and crawled 
to the fence. 185 

Ten feet from where he lay a pool of blood 
was discovered, and twenty feet further 
away another pool of blood showed where 
the man had fallen on his way toward the 
road. 

Coroner Killip was notified as soon as pos- 
sible regarding the case, and, hastening to 
the scene, made an examination of the body. 


man was William Bishop, an insurance agent 
of Waukegan and Chicago. Fifty dollars in 
money, two gold stickpins, one gold necklace,

Leaves Farewell Note. 

The finding of the following message writ- 
ten in ink on the back of a large envelop- 
ment containing many important business 
papers of the dead man is regarded as suf- 
ficient proof that Bishop committed suicide: 

„Dear Grandmother: Good-by; God for- 
give me for all I have done and left undone, 

J ran for the train, but I hope now I am 
doing right. 

‘The jewelry on my person give to cousin 
Anne, as well as everything I have.“ 

The sentences were not written connected- 
ly. but rather in àa manner to indicate great 
mental anguish. 


News Received at Waukegan. 

News of the suicide of William A. Bishop 
near Rochester, N. Y., was a surprise to his 
friends in Waukegan and Chicago, only a 
few persons being aware he was absent from 
the city. 

The first intimation of the death to be re- 
ceived by Lorenzo Bishop, father of the dead 
man, was borne him by a boy who knocked 
at the door. When Mr. Bishop responded 
the boy cried: “Do you know your boy is 
dead? 

The only other relative of Mr. Bishop in 
Waukegan is Mrs. D. W. Arnold. his grand- 
mother, with whom he had been living at 34 
West street. 
death until last night. She is 80 years of age 
and fears of the result were entertained. 
When told of the message she expressed sur- 
prise and said her grandson had expressed no 
intention of taking his own life at the time he 


left. 
No Reason for Journey. 
According to the story related by Louis F. 
Mason, one of the closest friends Mr. Bishop 
had in Waukegan, there was no particular 
reason for him to leave. 

“On Tuesday he asked his grandmother 
several times to accompany him to New 
York,” said Mr. Mason. She told him she 
was getting too old to travel. He spent 
Tuesday evening at home. Shortly after 9 
‘o'clock he put on his coat and said he was 
going away. He did not say where.” 

Mr. Bishop, father of the young man, was 
decided in his statements. He did not be- 
lieve his son committed suicide. ‘*‘ He had 
no enemies,” said Mr. Bishop, and I can- 
not account for his death. There was no 
reason for him to take his own life.“ 

William A. Bishop was well known in 
Waukegan and was engaged in the law 
business in Chicago. He was 31 years old 
and was born and raised in Waukegan, be- 
longing to an old and prominent family. 
He was well educated, a graduate of Wau- 
kegan High School, Lake Forest waiversity, 
and Northwestern Law School. 

For the last few years he had a law office 
in the Borden Block, Chicago, with W. G. 
Strong, also of Waukegan. He was a mem- 
ber of the Country club and was well known 
in social circles. He was somewhat promi- 
nent In Republican politics at times. 
Bishop's uncle, the late DW. Arnold, an 
old and wealthy resident, died last winter 
and Bishop had the charge of his. property. 
It is estimated by friends that Mr. Bishop 
was worth $25,000. Mr. Bishop was engaged 
to Miss Ellen Strong, sister of his !aw part- 
ner. Their marriage had been postponed 
twice by the death of relatives of each. ¢

STRANGE CAVITY SWALLOWS 7,500 
CARLOADS OF FIL LER. 


Remarkable Settling by Over 800 Feet 
ot Monen Roadbed Overcome After 
Two Months’ Work—Reaches Depth 
ef 100 Feet Before Sinking Is 
Cheeked—Phenemenon Pussies En- 
gineers — First Train Over Recon 
structed Line Arrives in Chicago. 


Over 7,500 cars of ballast and timbers have 
just been unloaded by the Monon raliway 
into a seemingly bottomless pit in Lake 
County, Ind., to support its sinking road 
bed. Eight hundred feet of the bed get- 
tled; and in a little over two months the de- 
Pression had reached an estimated depth 

of 100 feet. The first train in ten weeks 
to pass over the location of the old road 
bed arrived in Chicago yesterday. 

One day early in August the track inspec- 
tors discovered that the road had settled 
a few inches for a distance of 870 feet, be- 
ginning a mile and a quarter north of Cedar 
Lake. A temporary spur was built around 


the old track, but in the meantime the orig- 


inal bed had settled several feet. An in- 
vestigation was ordered, and a large force 
of men hurried to the place in charge of ex- 
pert road builders. 

It was at first supposed that the trouble 
was caused by the ordinary settling frequent 
in the low lands south of Chicago. Several 
carloads of ballast were poured into the 
hole, but as it had little effect more men 
were hurrfed forward, and Superintendent 
George K. Lowell and Roadmaster &. G. 
Wright personally supervised the work. 


Day’s Filling Lost at Night. 

Heavy timbers, old railroad ties, and huge | 
logs were piled into the cavfty, which aver- 
aged thirty feet wide, and at once sank from 
sight. When the men reported in the morn- 
ing they would find that the sinking during 
the night had made their previous day’s 
work count for nothing. So perplexed were 
the Monon officials that ,they quietly 
notified the superintendents and road mas- 
ters of other lines, but they were unable to 
solve the problem. Officials of the Pennsyl- 
vania and Erie railroads, whose lines pass 
through that part of Lake County, were 
particularly interested in the phenomenon, 

Some contended that the sinking was 
caused by the peculiar nature of the soil in 
that locality. Others said the natural gas 
fields of Indiana extended that far north, and 
the exhaustion of the supply was causing 
the surface soil to fall. The officials of the 
company inclined to the opinion that the bog 
or peat in that section vas the real reason 
for the trouble. 


Road Triumphs Over Cavity. 

Day after day the company continued to 
unload ballast into the cavity, and finally 
its efforts won. For the last month there has 
been no settling, and the work has been dl- 
rected to building an entirely new road bed. 
The new track is estimated to be at least 100 
feet above the one over which all the traffic 
of the road went three months ago, the 
depth of the hole being placed at that figure. . 
The new road bed apparently is perfectly 
solid, and no attempt was made to run trains 
over it until it had been carefully tested. 
The Monon is regarded as having the best 
road bed through that part of Lake County, 


Record in Railroad Work. 

Roadmaster Wright, who has spent his life 
in railroad building and who had direct 
charge of filling the remarkable cavity, re- 
gards it as his best piece of work. 

It was a remarkable thing.“ said he. 
The trains passed along that part of the 
line in the middle of the day, and a few 
minutes later it was discovered that the 
roadbed was sinking. We built a spur and 
we have been filling in that hole almost ever 
since. At times it seemed we never would 
see the end of our work. It is filled, however, 
and it is one of the deepest roadbeds in the 
world. It has required more ballast and 
other filling material than any other like 
distance of railroad building in our records.“ 


| MEN SHOT, TWO FATALLY, 


IN DUEL AT WELSH, W. VA. 


Merchant Attacks “Insulters, Deputy

Hufford was taking lunch in the hotel café 
when a crowd of men entered, apparently in- 
toxicated. They passed several remarks 
which Hufford took as insults, and he hurled 
a heavy glass at one of them and closed in * 
them. 

Deputy Sheriff John Waldron rushed in to 
separate the participants, as also did Dr. 
McDaniel, who was seated at a near-by 
table. Hufford was jerked rather roughly 
by the deputy Sheriff, and he quickly pulled a 
revolver, which he turned on the deputy. 
Waldron is quick with a gun, and in an in- 
stant he also brought his revolver into 
action. Shots were rapidly exchanged, and 
the little café was a scene of the wildest ex- 
citement. 

Dr.‘ McDaniel, being a friend of both men, 
rushed into the fray, pleading a cessation of 
hostilities, only to be fatally wounded. Huf- 
ford was the next to fall. He was shot three 
times. Deputy Waldron, although shot, 
was able to walk from the café. 

Excitement over the shooting was intense, 
and for a time it seemed as if the friends ot 
the men might take up the quarrel, but the 
town is now quiet. ;

Signal Lights Seen on Coast. 

The first of yesterday’s witnesses called 
for the correction of testimony was Com- 
mander Mason, and after him came in suc- 
cession Lieutenant Commander Sears, Lieu- 
tenant McCauley, and Lieutenant Webster. 
Quite a number of additional questions were 
addressed to Lieutenant Webster by Mr.

The 
smoke of other vessels was visible, but not 
the vessels themselves. 

Lieutenant ‘Commander Griffin, when re- 
called, gave details of the Cienfuegos cam- 
paign, saying that the distance of the block- 
ading line there varied from three to seven 
miles, being farther out at night. 

Speaking of the voyage from Cienfuegos 
to Santiago, the witness said the weather 
was heavy and that there was a short, 
choppy sea.“ He also said that the heavy 
dena had impeded the fleet by delaying the 
smaller vessels, especially the Eagle. 

Asked by Mr. Rayner concerning a con- 
versation between Commodore Schley and 
the jcommander of the Eagle, the witness 
said; I was present when the conversation 
took place, although I cannot give the exact 
words. When the Eagle came up astern of 
the Brooklyn the Commodore hailed the com- 
manding officer of that vessel and told him 
in substance that He could not delay the 
equadron any longer on his account, and 
that he wanted him to proceed to Jamaica 
for coal. The commanding officer of the 
Eagle seemed Gesirous of remaining with 
the squadron and expressed sincere regrets 
at being obliged to part company with the 
fiying squadron.’”’

the Brooklyn going to Guantanamo for 


In substance, I mentioned the fact that 
other ships of the squadron were in the habit 
of going to Guantanamo for coal. We had 
had some difficulty’ in coaling in the open 
off Santiago.

He 
also recalled that the Adula had reported 
that the Spaniards had left Santiago. . 

The witness spoke of the Brooklyn's turn 
on July 3, and said that previous to that 
event there was a slight sheer to port. 

Asked as to Commodore Schley’s bearing 
in the battle, the witness sald it was such 
as to inspire enthusiasm." 

James A. Hand, also an ensign, who had 
served on the Brooklyn as a naval cadet, 
told of the delay of the progress of the fleet 
between Cienfuegos and Santiago, saying 
it was due to the Merrimac, the Eagle, and 
the Vixen.

The admission 
was made under a fire of questions from 
Commissioner Powell.

„Fast Chicago Avenue Station,“ came the 
reply. | 

Colleran pleaded ignorance of the Feather- 
stone case, though admitting that he knew 
the man's long criminal record. He laid. 
blame for the letter—it was signed by a 
rubber stamp bearing his name, he argued— 
on ex-Lieutenant Joyce and Sergeant De 
Long. The East Chicago Avenue Station 
had not said the man was wanted. There- 
fore, Inspector Heidelmeier and his men 
were to blame. But as to any personal 
knowledge of the case. Colleran pleaded ig- 
norance. 

‘Well, isn’t it rather strange that the 
Detective bureau of this city did not know 
that a man of his character was wanted?”

Apostle Brigham Young was sustained and 
set apart as the President of the Quorum 
of Twelve Apostles. It also was decided to 
hold a special conference of the church, 


which has been called for the second Sunday 


in November, fof th purpose of ratifying to- 


day’s action of the church authorities. 


Joseph Fielding Smith was born at Far 
West, Mo., on Nov. 13, 1838, and is a nephew 
of the prophet Joseph Smith. His father, 
Hyrum Smith, was imprisoned at the time 
of his birth and his mother wes driven from 
her home. When the Latter Day Saints were 
expelled from Nauvoo he drove an ox team 
to winter quarters, which he reached in 1846. 
He crossed the plains to Salt Lake in 1848.

On his return to Salt Lake City he was 
engaged with his friends in the Echo Cafion 
defense against the army sent to Utah.

Takes Stand in Powers Trial and Admits 
Offering Money to Have Demo- 
cratic Leader Killed. 


a Ky., Oct. 17. = Warton 
Golden, considered the State’s star witness, 
was placed on the stand in the trial of Caleb 
Powers today. The defense asked that 
Golden be excluded because he is under in- 
dictment as accessory to the murder of Goe- 


Golden testified it was generally understood 
among the mountain men that Goebel was to 
be killed. He said when Powers was told of 
Goebel's death Powers said: It is a shame 
and an outrage.“ 

Golden told of his connection with Powers 
in assembling the mountain men to Frank- 
fort, and of a conversation he had with Gov- 
ernor Taylor, in which Taylor said: 

Whart, it is an awful thing to think of 
taking human life, but it looks like Goebel 
and those fellows must file or we will be 
robbed.“ 

Golden admitted he entered into an agree- 
ment to procure the murder of William Goe- 
bel, and that he had offered $500 to any man 
wha,would murder him. 

He said he heard C. O. Reynolds at Frank- 
fort say he was willing to put one black bean 
in a bottle full of white ones, and let all hands 
draw from the bottle, the man drawing the 
black bean to kill Goebel. 

W. P. Reeder of Barboursville said Charles 
Finley_ told him Goebel would be killed. 
Mrs. Anderson, telegraph operator at Bar- 
boursville, testified, identifying several tele- 
grams sent by Powers to men instructing 
them how many men to bring to Frankfort. 

Enoch Mays, a new witness, testified that 
John L. Powers, brother of the defendant, 
told thhim Goebel would be killed. 

It is said Powers is breaking down and may 
not be able to hold up until his trial ends.

SAYS HE IS NOT A FOE. 


Would-Be Mayor Denies He

DAY IN GOTHAM POLITICS. 


New York, Oct, 17,—[Special.}—Squire Cro- 


ker gave a monster entertainment for his 
“Mtenantry tonight In honor of his capture of 
Edward M. Shepard. He exhibited Mr. Shep- 
ard, it being the first time the nominee ever 


had spoken in Tammany Hall. Mr. Shepard 
needed little urging. He had prepared a 


speech in which he said not so much about 
the nobility of the squire’s institution, Tam-. 
many Hall, and a good deal about that 
grand Democrat, Controller Coler.”’ 

However, as the applause and the cheers 
of the assembled tenantry warmed his heart 
and the hypnotic eye of the squire fixed over 


on his got in its deadly work, Mr. Shepard 
branched away from his manuscript, never 


once mentioned the name of Coler, and 
launched into fulsome panegyrics of the or- 


ganization which some one has called a 
“foul blot on American politics.”” 

Mr. Shepard said in opening: 

“It is well known to you, and it seems 
to be a chief part of the capital of my dis- 
tinguished competitor, that I have from 
time to time, and more especially four years 
azo, been hostile to Tammany Hall, and 


| criticised it without stint. I am not here 


to excuse or to recede from anythihg that 
I have said. If it were possible for me, as 
it is not, to make any such excuse I should, 
whatever might be the increase of Your 
liking for me, lose the respeot of the voters 
of Tammany Hall, a genuine respect which 
will be of far more consequence to me and 
the success of my administration, if I be 
chosen Mayor, than any liking I may gain

Will Not Wreck Tammany. 

Saying he had been charged with making 
an implied promise, if elected, not to dis- 
integrate Tammany Hall, Mr. Shepard con- 
tinued: 

I know well that, if elected, I shall have 
no power to disintegrate Tammany Hall. 
And I know, perhaps quite as well, that if 
I were to have the power it would be gross 
treason to the cause of good government 
that I should use it for so factional a pur- 


pose. I will not do it. There are no doubt 
some attractions about the Mayoralty, as 
well as much that is oppressive to contem- 
plate; but if the attractions were. tenfold 
over what they are or if I thought ten times 
as ill of Tammany Hall as does the Repub- 


lican candidate, I would not, in order to 


secure those attractions promise, forgetting 


the interests of its 4,000,000 of people and 
its wholesome and splendid future develop- 


ment and the sworn duties of my place, 


to turn the government of the city, its power

within its borders.” 
Tammany Hall Is Crowded. 

As every meeting at Tammany Hall has 
been since the memory of man runneth not 
to the contrary, the Squire’s meeting was big 
and enthusiastic. Those whom William 
Sulzer used to delight to call—in the days 
when the Squire allowed him to talk—“ the 
peepul.“ came early and enjoyed the Squire's 
fireworks and the bands and some managed 
to get inside the hall before the police closed 
the doors.

Says Course of Bullet Was Traced for 
Long Distance, but Bullet Itself Not 
Found—Gangrene Showed Evidence 
of Having Set In Only Short Time 


dition, but Cavity Existed Behind 
Stomach Wall. 


New York, Oct. 17.—The New York Med- 
ical Journal will publish in full the report of 
the physicians attending President McKin- 
ley after his assassination in Buffalo. 

An abstract of the report on the operation 
and the President's case from a scientific 
Standpoint has already been given by Dr. 
Mann, the surgeon-in-chief. 

The report of the autopsy is signed by Dr. 
Harvey B. Gaylord. pathologist to the New 
York State Pathological Laboratory, while 
the report of the bacteriological examina- 
tion bears the signature of Dr. Herman G. 
Matzinger, bacteriologist to the New York 


What Autopsy Developed. 


Dr. Gaylord’s report of the autopsy its 
lengthy and detailed, Nothing of impor- 
tance was noticed about the wound on the 
chest caused by the first shot, except that 
the area of skin affected was found to be 
discolored, greenish yellow and mottled, and 
that there was a hemorrhage into the fat 
under the skin beneath this area. 

The abdominal wound showed no evidence 
of necrosis or sloughing. No inflammation 
of the peritoneum was found. The wound 
in the front wall of the stomach was found 
“held intact by silk sutures, but the area 
of stomach wall around it was discolored, 
grayish green, and easily torn, The area 
around the wound on the posterior wall of 
the stomach was also of a dull gray color, but 
the sutures held the wound intact. 

Behind the latter wound there was a spot 
of discoloration which showed that the 
stoughing process had e backwards in the 
track of the bullet. he gangrenous cavity 
found behind the stomach involved the pan- 
creas and the surrounding loose tissues, the 
bottom of the blind pecket being formed by 
the upper end of the left kidney, which was 
found to be lacerated at that point to the 
extent of about two centimeters, . 


Track of Bullet Is Plain. 


The track of the bullet was then traced 
through gangrenous tissue in the fat be- 
hind the kidney to the muscles of the back 
wall of the abdomen; the direction of the 
bullet, however, could not be traced any 
further. The search for the bullet was most 
thorough and painstaking, but, in spite of 
all efforts, it could not be found, and the 
autopsy had to be discontinued because the 
time allotted to it by the family of the late 
President had already been exceeded. 

Dr. Gaylord adds: 

As we were satisfled that nothing could 
be gained by locating the bullet, which had 
set up no reaction, search for it was dis- 
continued.“ 

Examination of the heart muscle showed 
that it was affected with well-marked fatty 
degeneration, and in some places the muscle 
fibers showed groups of dark brown gran- 
ules, demonstrating a diseased condition of 
the cardiac muscle. | 

The appearance of the gangrenous tissues 
shows that the gangrene took place shortly 
before death. : 

In speaking of the. causation of the cavity 
behind the stomach, he says that it must 
largely be attributed to the action of the 
missile. It may have resulted from the ro- 
tation of a nearly spent ball or from the sim- 
ple concussion of the bullet as it passed into 
the soft tissues. The extensive gangrene of 
the pancreas seems to have been an im- 


portant factor in the case, though it had 
never been shown how much of this organ 
must be destroyed to cause death. The dis- 


eased condition of the heart muscles showed 
why the pulse was so frequent and why it 
did not respond to stimulation at the critical 
time. | 


Bacteriological Report Negative. 


The report of the bacteriologist is largely 
what the doctors call negative,“ i. e., it 
concerns rather the absence of germs than 
their presence. : 

A culture taken from the wound during life 
showed several varieties of germs, but such 
a showing is rather expected in such cases. 
There were present two of the ordinary germs 
ef suppuration, and one gas-forming germ of 
unknown identity. As the result of an ex- 
amination of various tissues and fluids re- 
moved in small supplies, Dr. Matzinger con- 
cludes that the absence of known patho- 
genic bacteria, particularly in the gangren- 
ous cavity, warrants the conclusion that 
bacterial infection was not a factor in the 
production of the condition found in the 
autopsy.”’

POLO GAME WON 
BI ON WENTSIA. 


| Chicago Capture Their 
First Match in St. Louis 
Tournament. 


MARGIN OF SIX POINTS 


Home Club Uses Second Team, 
but Expects Easy Victory 
and Is Surprised.

St. Louis, Mo., Oct. 17.— [Special. I- The On- 
wentsia club’s polo team surprised every one 
this afternoon by easily winning its first 
game in the St. Louts Country club’s tourna- 
ment. The Chicagoans simply played their 
opponents’ heads off, the score at the finish 
standing 8% to 2½ in their favor. 

The game was between Onwentsia and the 
St. Louls Country club's second team.

CANE MADE OF 5,000 STAMPS. 


Postmaster Coyne Receives a Curiosity 
. from a Convict in the Colorado 
Penitentiary. 
— 

Postmaster Coyne possesses a cane made 
of postage stamps. Its color is a reddish 
white. It is about thirty inches 
long, surmounted by a neat horn 
head. It is estimated that ther: 
are about 5,000 stamps in the cane 
The maker of the rare curiosit) 
is a convict in dhe penitentiar: 
at Cafion City, Colo. Through its 
sale he hopes to help himself in 
winning his liberty. A letter from 
the prisoner to the Postmaster | 
reads: 

“I send you a cane today, pre- 
paid, by express, subject to your 
examination. The cane is made 
from postage stamps cut from 
letters received in here. It has 
taken me two years to collect 
enough postage stamps to make 
this cane. It is made in the fol- 
lowing manner: A hole is puncheu 
through the center of each stamp. | 
Three or four inches of these at a 
time are then put upon a three- 
sixth-inch square spring steel rod, 
being subject to a heavy pressure | 
to secure solidity. It is then 
rounded, polished, and tipped off 
with a horn head.“ 

Many of the Poitmastar's 
friends have examined the cane 
with interest and curiosity, and 
Mr. Coyne probably will keep it in 
his office permanently. 

Much speculation was indulged 
in by those who saw the cane as 
to the length of time it requirec J 
for the prisoner to complete th. 
work. The task of cutting out 
5,000 stamps was in itself held 
to be a task to cause men to 
hesitate before undertaking it, — 
but 4o take these a few at a time, 
as the convict said was his method, and pre- 
pare them for use, make the work assume 
monumental proportions in contemplation.

DSHS KODAK ON STRIKERS 


RIOTOUS LINEMEN HAVE THEIR 
PICTURES TAKEN. 


Holds Seven Men at Bay with Re- 

volver While He Presses Button ox 

His Camera—Police Respond to Riot 
Call and Make Four Arrests—Injunc- 
tion Sought Against a Labor Union. 


With a revolver in one hand and a camera 
in the other F. B. Farnum, an employé of 
the Chicago Telephone company, held seven 
men at bay yesterday morning while he took 
a eee picture of them. Farnum was 
up a telegraph pole and the seven men be- 
low him were striking linemén. Four of the 
seven were arrested by the police after two 
patrol wagons had dashed madly through 
the streets in response to a riot call sent in 
from Belmont avenue and Halsted street. 
The arrests were made amidst much ex-. 
citement, the polfcemen having hard chases 
in pursuit of each man, The prisoners cre 
George Johnson, alias Harry Harris; John 
Newton, C. Ball, and Tony Loftus. They 
were locked up at Sheffield Avenue Police 
Station and charged with intimidation and 
disorderly conduct. At their hearing in 
court today Farnum expects to produce a 
picture of them as evidence, 

The trouble which led to the éxcitement 
and the two riot calls for police occurred 
shortly after 10 o'clock. Farnum, guarded 
by a private detective, 8. S. Smith, was mak- 
ing repairs on a wire at Belmont avenue and!“ 
Halsted. street. He had finished his task 
and was preparing to descend the pole, when 
seven men, all of whom he says he recog- 
nized as strikers, made their appearance. 
The men, according to Farnum, stood “be- 
neath the pole and threatened him. Fear- 
ing violence at their hands, he drew a re- 
volver, at the same time unslinging the ca-

Farnum pressed the button on his camera 
and the strikers, having an idea of what had 
occurred; became more vehement against 
him. Farnum was beginning to fear the 
men would climb the pole in their attempts 
to get at him, when the first patrol wagon 
responding to the riot call turned in by 
Detective Smith appeared two blocks away, 
with Captain Schuettler in charge. A min- 
ute later another wagonload of policemen, 
in command of Lieutenant McCarthy, dashed 
up to the corner. The seven men ran north 
in Halsted street and then separated, each 
taking 4 different direction. Jumping from 
the patrol wagons, the policemen scattered 
after the men. Through alleys, yards, and 
over fences the chase continued for half an 
hour. Sergeant Walsh succeeded in making 
oné arrest, Detectives Sheehan and Driscoll 
captured the man they were after, and the 
other policemen brought in another. The 
last to make his appearance was Patrolman 
Warnecke, who ran almost to the lake before 
he succeeded in capturing his prisoner. 

At the police station, although the men 
admitted they were strikers, all denied they 
had intended any violence and said they 
merely approached Farnum with the inten- 
tion of asking him to join their ranks.

An injunction to restrain a labor union 
from interfering with the business of an 
employer of non-union men was again sought 
in the United States Circuit Court yesterday, 
but Judge Kohlsaat has not yet issued the 
preliminary order. The petitioners were 
Samuel Rosenthal and Clarence Mayer, who 
conduct the Globe Tailoring company in 
Cincinnati. The organization against which 
the enjoining order is asked is the Custom 
Clothingmakers’ Union of America and its 
officers. It is charged that these men have 
been instrumental in injuring the business 
of the complainants by asking agents and 
customers of the concern to place a boycott 
on fts goods. The court is asked to restrain 
the officers and members of the union from 
interfering with the business of the com- 
plainants in the manufacture and sale of 
clothing and to enjoin them from sending 
notice to any one that the complainants are 
antagonistic to organized labor.

CHURCH LABOR COMMISSION. 
The appointment on Friday, by the tri- 
ennial Episcopal convention at San Fran- 
cisco, of a special Commission on Capital 
and Labor—to inquire and report and also 
to offer its mediating offices respecting in- 
dustrial conflicts—was rendered the more 
significant by the personnel. of the group 
named. It includes the Bishops of Massa- 
chusetts and New York, the Bishop Coad- 
jutor of Chicago, the Rev. Dr. McKim of 
Washington, Dean Hodges of Cambridge, 
Dean Williams, and Mr. Samuel Mather of 
Cleveland, and Seth Low, and Jacob A. Riis 
of New York. 
It would be possible to find, at least 
among the younger ranks of the Episcopai 
Church, nine men with a more aggressive 
attitude toward the labor question than this 
committee exemplifies. It would be difficult, 
however, among the essentially conservative 
elements of that church to choose a com- 
mittee which would awaken more confident 
expectation of candid inquiry and judicie! 
action in respect. to “capital and labor” 
than the present commission must inspire. 
Bishop Potter, though by temperament an 
aristocrat, has in, many waya evinced his 
sense of responsibility as a citizen and 
churchman for industrial conflicts. Per- 
haps no man in New York would sooner be 
thought of to arbitrate a strike than Seth 
Low. Dean Williams is a man of peculiar- 
ly warm sympathies for all ameliorating 
efforts, Dean Hodges has for years been 
an active coadjutor of the South End House 
settlement in Boston, which is just abont 
to publish the second volume of a social 
study of the industrial life of thé city, and 
Mr. Riis is identified in feeling and prac- 
tice with the cause of relieving the stress 
of ¢ommon life in New York. 
at a great ecclesiastical body like the 
Episcopal Church should thus recognize in- 
dustrial life on its “ business” side as a 
subject for special and direct official con- 
sideration, may appear strange; but its 
strangeness argues for rather than against 
the propriety of the action. Indeed one 
reason why the confirmations in that 
church last year were 3,896 fewer than dur- 
ing the previous year, and the number of 
baptisms 13,832 less—while the total rev- 
enues increased about $6,000,000—and why’ 
kindred facts appear from other ecclesias- 
tical quarters may be in. part. due, directly 
or indirectly, to the frequent feeling that 
Christianity today is a thing apart from 
practical life, and that church membership 
is a guaranty neither of social sympathy, 
industrial fairness, nor public integrity. 
If the appointment of this commission 
achieves nothing more it will at least serve 
as a new and official recognition of the de- 
mand for the application of Christianity to 
industrial relations quite as much asto “ the 
individual heart.“ 


. INDIRECT GAMBLING. 
addressing the Chicago Woman’s club 
day before yesterday on the subject of the. 
Chicago Stock-Yards, Mr. A. M. Simons 
described the phenomenon which exists in 
many of our great business centers—namely: 
the most marvelous perfection of adminis- 
trative organization side by side with squalid 
and unwholesome conditions of life, and 
went on to say that the manner in which a 
large proportion of the Stock-Yards labor- 
ts. were employed resulted in all the 
pychological evils of gambling.” One 
might as well try to take theology from 
the thirteenth century as to take psychology 
from the twentieth. A judicious use of 
the word “ psychological” will raise a 
mist through which a speaker may without 


f his antagonists. Perhaps in the pres- 
int case, however, the word, has some jus- 
tification. 

Whether the evils of which Mr. Simons 
complains are or are not psychological, it 
is easy to see that they are real. The men 
report in the morning for work, but they 
lig or seldom know how long their work- 
day is to be. They may not work at all 
or they may be employed fer any period 
ranging from one to fourteen hours. The 
result of this variableness in work and 
wages is a corresponding variableness in 
manner of life. With a fixed income, no 
matter how small, to which he may look 
forward with reasonable certainty, a man 
lays down a fixed course of conduct. He 
knows his assets and he can fix his liabili- 
ties. But a ‘laborer whose income fluctuates 
as violently as Mr. Simons indicates is 
driven by almost irresistible forces in human 
nature to a style of living that is usually 
called hand-to-mouth. When his income is 
large he runs all the way through it because 
that is what he did when his income wa 

But, one may say, why doesn’t he reverse 
himself, and when. his income is, small stil! 
gave part of it because that is what he did 
when his income was large? The answer 
to this suggestion is, in the scientific dialec:, 
that it rests on a psychological fallacy, and 
In ordinary speech that it does not take 
account of human nature. It demands froin 
the workingman more than he can give.

tues do little to clear away the difficulty.

MORE NAVAL OFFICERS NEEDED. 
The Navy department estimates for the 
fiscal year, beginning on July 1 next, foot 
up $98,900,000, against $77,900,000 for the 
current year. These estimates do not cover 
any recommendations for the increase of 
the navy over what has already been au- 
thorized, but it is thought likely that the 
Secretary will suggest that additions be 
made to the number of battleships and 
armored cruisers. 5 

There are good reasons why there should 
be more battleships than those already built 
and under construction. But it will be of 
little use to add to their number unless pro- 
vision is made for supplying new vessels 
with officers without stripping the older 
vessels of them. Competent officers can- 
not be improvised in an emergency, and 
battleships which cannot be sent to sea 
for lack of officers are of no practical value. 
The attention of Congress has been called 
before this. to the necessity of adding to 
the naval establishment in order to keep 
pace with the increase in the number uf 
vessels. The intense dislike which exists 
in some quarters to an increase of thearmy, 
no matter how small, does not exist as re- 
gards the navy. Nobody looks, on it as “a 
menace to the liberties of the people.“ 
Nevertheless, Congress has been quite un-

VEGETABLES AND WOMEN’S CLUBS. 
The Illinois Federation of Women's Clubs 
at its session on Wednesday dropped for 
the time being the reforming of municipal, 
State, and national evils, and the settle- 
ment of the problems of labor and capital, | 
social economics, and criminology, and de- 
voted itself to the regulation, of the diet 
of the individual. Having settled the in- 
dividual diet, by a method of inference quite 
common in women’s clubs, the conclusion 
arrived at was that the pressing need of the 
whole American people is a vegetarian diet. 
The trend of the discussion on food re- 
form illustrates the mistake that is so fre- 
quently made in reasoning: from particular 
to general. It is assumed, as the old Latin 
quotation has it, that from one you may 
learn all, but in nothing is this rule so fal- 
lacious as in matters of diet. In trying 
to get human beings down to a common 
level or up to the highest standard, as the 
case may be, the human idiosyncrasy is 
never taken into account, and nowhere is this 
idiosyncrasy so manifest as in the matter of 
When Mrs. Brown says that meat eating 
should be discouraged and Mrs. Dunlap 
complains because men have no better 
judgment than to go to restaurants aod 
order meat, and Mrs. Bowes contends that 
we would be healthier if we confined our- 
selves to vegetable food, these excellent 
ladies do not take it into consideration that 
we are not all constituted alike, and that 
what is one man's meat is another man’s 
poison.“ Because vegetables agree with 
Mrs. Brown and Mrs. Bowes it by no means 
follows that they will agree with Mrs. Smith 
and Mrs. Jones.

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SPEECH AT DIXON, ILL. 


Pictures Late President of United Staten 
as Model All Young Men Can Copy 
with Great Benefit — Shows How 
Strong and Simple Traits of Ameri- 
can Made Him the Best Loved Man in 
the Nation — Died in Untaltering 
Faith, 


III., Oct. 17.—[Special.}]—Dixon is 
welcoming the*delegates and visitors to the 
M. C. A. State convention, which is in 
session this evening at the Methodist Church. 

Some of the best speakers in the country 
will address the convention. 

Quite a large number of associations which 
have not previously been represented are 
here in force Many delegates arrived this 
afternoon from Chicago and many prominent 
association workers are also in attendance 
at the opening session. 


The chief feature of the evening session was | 


the address of Congressman George Edmund 
Foss on “ William McKinley, the Christian 
Statesman.” 

Mr. Foss in opening said: 

On the 6th of September last our Presi- 
dent was struck down by the hand of an 
assassin, a week later he died, and on the 
19th was consigned to his last resting place 
in Westlawn Cemetery at his old home in 
Canton. The days of our national mourning 
are neatly over, but there will be no limita- 
tion of time to our national sorrow. There 
has been no creed in our national grief. 


Man Loved by All People. 

All denominations and sects and religious 
societies of every kind have joined in thé 
common bereavement. There has been no 
sectionalism in our mourning. When Lincoln 
died at the close of a bitter fratricidal strife 
time had not sufficed to reconcile one great 
section of the country to its defeat, and but 
half the nation mourned him. When McKin- 
ley died the North and the South and the 
East and the West, all sections of a com- 
mon country, paid reverence and homage 
at the tomb of him who had been the person- 
al embodiment of national reconciliation and 
reunion. 

There has been no partyism in our na- 
tional sorrow. While one great party 
claimed him as its own, yet his great career 
had long since o'erleaped the bounds of par- 
tisanship and he was mourned as the Presi- 
dent of all. There has been no nationality 
in our grief. Those who were born here 
and those God-fearing people who have come 
here from other lands to join in the up- 
building of this great republic have mingled 
their tears together in common sadness.” 


Sketches McKinley’s Life. 


The Congressman then gave a brief sketch 
of McKinley's early life and his career up to 
the time he became President of the United 
States for the second time. Then he con- 
tinued: 

Before touching upon the subject of Mo- 
Kinley’s public career, I desire, however, to 


say that it is especially appropriate that the. 


Young Men's Christian association of this 
State should give an hour to reflection upon 
the life and character of William McKinley. 
No one of all our Presidents was more close- 
ly allied in thought, in sympathy, and in ac- 
3 to the work of these associatio ns than 
e. 

He became identified with Christian work 
at the early age of 16, and afterwards was a 
teacher in a Sunday school, and later elected 
superintendent. For a time he was Presi- 
dent of the Young Men's Christian associa- 
tion of Canton, O., and he delivered at differ- 
ent times addresses before the local associa- 
tions of his State. 


Was High Type of Christian. 

Most of our Presidents, I think, in fact, 
all of our Presidents, from Washington fo 
Roosevelt, have been believers in Christian- 
ity; some stronger in their faith than others, 
but all have joined at least in the public ob- 
servance of religious ceremony. 

„No man, however, among them all has 
been truer in his belief, or has exemplified 
its teachings by a life of Christian living, bet- 
ter than our martyred President, and it has 
been this plain clean living and high think- 
ing that has made him the shining example 
of Christian statesmanship. 

Some of the critics have said that he was 
a man of one idea, and that was the argu- 
ment which was frequently used against him 
when he was nominated for President of the 
United States, and in the following cam- 
paign. But I say to you that it is better to 
be a master of one thing than to be a master 
of none. It is better, as Josh Billings once 
eaid, to know leas than so many things that 
ain't 0.“ The men who have been great in 
history have been masters of one idea. 


Won by Single Heartedness. 
The master of the tariff became the mas- 
ter of the currency, the commander-in-chief 
of the army and the navy, the master spirit 
of war between this country and Spain, 
and the head of a Cabinet of giants. 

“This man of one idea taught the whole 
world a new code of international warfkre 
and true diplomacy. founded not on intrigue 
and deception but on frankness and fair- 
dealing. 

“One of the chief characteristics of this 
man was his political honesty. He was hon- 
est in his speech; he was honest in his ac- 
tion—he made the one square with the other. 

“One of the most striking incidents in 
American ‘political life occurred in the Re- 
publican National convention in 1888, held 
in the City of Chicago. He had come to that 
convention as a delegate from the State of 
Ohio, instructed to cast his vote for John 
Sherman for President. When Sherman’s 
success seemed impossible of realization 
some of McKinley’s friends began to vote 
for him. Immediately he arose, and, stand- 
ing upon a chair in the convention, made a 
speech typical of the man and prophetic of 
his future greatness.

ous year. 

The average number of names on the pay rolls at

Meaning of New Deal. 


The new Burlington railway company is 
not a scheme to consolidate all the Hill roads 
or place them in control of one company. It 
is the same kind of financial engineering 
indulged in by E. H. Harriman when he se- 
cured control of the Chicago and Alton. He 
first doubled the stock of the old company, 
which represented about the amount he paid 
for the road. He then organized the Chicago 
and Alton railway company, which issued 
another $40,000,000 of stock—all of it pure 
water—and this company leased the Chicago 
and Alton railroad, guaranteeing 6 per cent 
dividends on the latter stock before any 
dividends can be paid on the stock of the 
railway company. All the stock of the rail- 
road éompany is held by the Harriman syn- 
dicate, while the stock of the railway com- 
pany is on the market. 

The Chicago, Burlington and Quincy rail- 
way company intends to lease all the roads 
in the Burlington system and guarantee the 
8 pet cent interest on the stock bought by 


| J. J. Hill at $200 per share before any divi- 


dend can be paid on the $100,000,000 of the 
stock the new railway company proposes 
to issue. 

Of course if the Burlington railway faile 
to earn the amount guaranteed by Hill to 
the old Burlington stockholders the Great 
‘Northern and Northern Pacific will have to 
make good the deficiency. 


Other Affairs of the Track. 


The Board of Directors of the Pennsyl- 
vania lines west of Pittsburg will meet next 
Monday, when action probably will be taken 
as regards a successor to the late Second 
Vice’ President, J. T. Brooks. The ques- 
tion of the new arrangement of executive 
officials of the Pennsylvania lines in the 
West as the result of the death of Mr.

It is a matter of extreme regret to Western 
writers that Miss Florence Wilkinson went 
to New York. Folk in other professions are 
ready enough to go to New York when the 
metropolis calls them, but it has been almost 
a point of honor for writers to remain here, 
where they received their first recognition. 
The splendor of the West, the epic quality of 
this struggling, massive, intense, ambitious 
city, the astonishing heterogeneous quality 
of the people have all seemed to be crying 
out for expression. To depict it all is beyond 
the power of any one writer. To portray 
some part of it faithfully has been the aspira- 
tion of many; and not a few have done it well. 

But Miss Wilkinson, with more genuine 
ability than any of the other young people in 
town, packed her trunks and went over to the 
great majority—not the spectral majority 
passed from earthly cares who visit the 
glimpses of the moon, but the majority of 
American writers who make New York their 
abode. 

Now the truth is, if Miss Wilkinson had re- 
mained here she would have had more cordial 
friendship and appreciation given her than 
she will ever know in New York, where 
writers are not necessarily associates, and 
where there is no firmly knit though unor- 
ganized guild as there is here. It was not 
well of her, really. She has been forging 
ahead with a vigor and originality so charac- 
teristic of Chicago that one would think 
she would remain here from a sense of the 
fitness of things. She has within a year ob- 
_ tained entrance into several of the leading 
magazines, written a play that somebody 
or other is going to play, and put a good, hon- 
est, well-Dalanced American novel on the 
market. This is published by Harper & 
Bros. as the ninth of the twelve American 
novels which they are issuing monthly. Save 
Martin Brock,“ by Mr. Morgan Bates, it is, 
perhaps, the best. 4 

It is a tale of the Adirondacks and of the 
lumber camps there, which differ not a little 
from the lumber camps of the West, particu- 
larly in the personnel of the lumbermen— 
the “jacks.” The hero is a firm, heroic, 
autocratic, devofional, leal creature, a wood- 
man with much family pride of the good old 
democratic sort. How he sets himself to a 
life of duty and self-denial, with His face 
turned from all the diversions of life, how he 
oppresses others in his desire to have them 
live according to his ideas, how he comes to 
adore beauty and joy in a certain excellent 
and fascinating woman, and how he turns 
his face from temptation make up the best 
of the story. There are many interesting and 
well-drawn characters, and some incidents 
that have to do only with the main story in an 
incidental fashion, which are good, but Enoch 
Holme ts the character for which the book 
will be remembered. He is a man, and not a 
lady’s idea of one. His masculinity, his 
faults, his virtues, and his evolution sound 
convincing, and it would be almost a disap- 
pointment to find him entirely a creation of 
Miss Wilkinson's brain. At any rate, im- 
aginary or actual, he is a fine citizen to have 
Tor this republic, and whether he be of the 
republic which has its seat at Washington or 
of the republic of letters makes little differ- 
ence. In either case, there is reason to rejoice 
that he was born. 

It does seem, upon reflection. as if Miss 
Wilkinson might change her mind and come 
back here to the West. The East has been 
expressed and exploited so much and so well, 
but here is a world yet awaiting the artist's | 
hand. By the way, the proofreader let an

Cardigan is the orphan charge of Sir Will- 
fam, and early in the story becomes the 
confidential friend of the man whose word 
was law among the Indians at that time. 
The struggle in the mind of the older man 
when he confronts the necessity of fighting | 
for or against his King exhibits some of the 
peychological insight of the author, and is a 
welcome variation of the usual simplicity of. 
revolutionary patriotism, which is commonly 
pictured’ as though wanting in all the subtle 
pros and cons of other questions of action. 
The hero ts a dashing fellow, with a proper 
amount of tenderness for the young girl who 
gevetops from a wildwood comrade into a 
sweetheart, but does not believe in Cardi- 
man’s love for her so early as to avoid the 
wooing of a certain yellow-eyed Captain 
Butier—Carmiigan’s rival and persona! ene- 
my. Indians, French, and English move 
about on the stage provided by Mr. Cham- 
bers, and there is no lack of plot and counter- 
plot; ending in happiness for the hero and 
heroine, whose ways and words are full of 
eprightiiness and eighteenth century cour- 
age. There is plenty of historica! incident, 
but not enough to overshadow the human 
element and artistic portrayal of romantic 
love and patriotic struggle.

Three More Henty 
“With Roberts to Pretoria,” At the 
Point of the Bayonet,” In Herat and 
Cabul.” By G. A. Henty. Charles Scrib- 
ner’s Sons. 

The Scribners publish three more Henty 
books, which will be eagerly snapped up by 
innumerable boy readers in America as well 
as in Great Britain. Henty isa master in the 
department of mingled romance and history. 

How he can produce so many books, and in 

their way so good, is a marvel. He knows 

the boy world, and ft must be said also he 
respects it. He knows its natural avidity 
for the picturesque, the active, the high- 
hearted, the adventurous, the heroic. He 
understands, in short, the uses which the boy 
has for the imagination. 
At the same time he respects the boy mind 
and its interest in historic reality. And so 

Mr. Henty finds his own forte in the historic 

romance; the kind of romance that is funda- 

mentally real and historic. He knows that 
if any one tries to write history pure and 
simple it is bound to be defective and only 
about halt true, because it is only a smail 
art ot the actual facts in the case that can 
noted. The points in real fact to be noted 
have to be chosen out of an infinite num- 
ber that cannot be noted; and so history in 

fiction, or fiction based upon facts, has a 

certain advantage in this, that the author 

can, in the freedom of fiction, generalize a 

group of facts and classes of persons and 

present typical representatives, such as shall 
on the whole be fitted to make the truest pos- 
sible impression, Of course to what degree 
of success this is done depends on both the 
character and the genius of the author. 
Mr. Henty’s success in this line of historic 
fiction is too well known to need specia! char- 
acterization. These three new Henty books 
are: With Roberts to Pretoria,” a story of 
the Boer war; At the Point of the Bayonet.“ 
@ story of the British conquest of India; and 


H. Loewe. After discussing what primitive 
history is, the author takes up man's place 
in nature, describing the earth, animals, and 
man, the latter’s primeval home, his migra- 
tion, and the classification of races. Lan- 
guage, religion, and society are described 
next, together with occupations, clothes, im- 
plements, and weapons, intercourse with na- 
tions, and commerce. Man and his relation 
to the glacial period are touched on, also 
early traces of the human race in the stone 
age, diluvial man, and open encampments 
and caves. There is a section devoted to the 
later stone age, another to Aryans and 
Semites, pile dwellings, the bronze age, the 
Hallstatt and the La Téne periods. One of 
the most interesting sections of the book is 
that devoted to metals. The book is illus- 
trated with pictures, for the most part repre- 
senting the surviving relics of the various 
early ages of man’s existence, and there is a 
suggestive bibliography and an index. The 
little book serves its purpose admirably as 
an introduction to a study of primitive man, 
and it is certain to be the means of leading to 
a wider diffusion of knowledge concerning 
the dawn of human history. 


Scott, Foresman & Co. have added to their 
list of new text books the first six books of the 
neid, with introduction, notes, and vocabu- 
lary by Charles Knapp, Ph.
